Name Below The Flag 





Like every interested stamp 
collector should do after reading 
the announcement about the dou- 
ble flag on the Denmark Flag 
stamp as pictured in the June 29 
issue of this paper. and which is 
the first report of any double 
print of any of the flags, your ed- 
itor began a systematic examina- 
tion of the flag stamps. in his 
possession in the hope of finding 
other unlisted varieties. Hereto- 
fore such search has been confin- 
ed solely to looking for double 
prints of the names. 

The work is a big job and full 
results ‘will not be known for 
sometime yet I was rewarded for 
my efforts by finding a use? block 
of the Denmark stamps, this 
block is of eight stamps, the top 
corner block with name attached. 
the block is two stamps wide and 
four deep. The four stamps at 
the right all show the word Den- 
mark double printed. This is the 
first report of this variety and 
again brings evidence that any 
and all these stamps will bear the 
closest examination — since this 
variety was overlooked in a pre- 
vious examination of these 
stamps. 4 

I yet have hundreds of copies 
to examine besides a number of 
full sheets which were not care- 
fully examined when first pur- 
chased and laid away.

South American Splits 
Status Still Unknown 





Our previous note with regard 
to these stamps has brought many 
letter to our office but nothing 
with evidence that the stamps are 
authorized tc be used in this man- 
ner. Many collectors report cov- 
ers from Bolivia bearing splits*in 
addition to other stamps and with 
the cancellations covering the 
splits. 

The whole point of the matter 
however is whether such stamps 
are authorized for use by the Bo- 
livian government. 

It is evident that these split 
stamps do pay their snare of the 
postage as would be represented 
by the half of the stamp along 
with another whole stamp. yet 
the whole matter hinges on the 
authority for their use and to 
judge them one must know the 
postage rate in effect in Bolivia 
at the time the stamps were used. 

Any collector wanting to do a 
bit of personal research might 
find it interesting to correspond 
with the Postoffice Department 
of LaPaz Bolivia an~ inquire as 
to the status of such stamps. This 
is a splendid opportunity for some 
of our readers who can corres- 
pond in Spanish..

Col. Hans Lagerloef of New 
York is showing parts of twa 
units from one of the finest col- 
lections in the wrold.

And Vatican City C-1 in merely | 
one lone stamp out of hundreds | 
are doing identical tricks;

great big up—and no end appears 
in sight. In fact. boys and girls in 
the know freely prognosticate that 
when the Fall and Winter season 
is unpeeled some 90-days hence, 
things are going to happen that'll | 
make the eyes literally pop right | 
out. In brief, things are going to 
pop when the first frost strikes 
the persimmons. And _ if 
some particular set or stamp 
you've been intending to gather 
in but haven’t for some reason 
or other, don’t put it off too long. 
Mighty simple to miss the boat, 
you know. Think not? Okay, try 
and round up a few mint blocks 
of C-24 of Uncle Sam and lemme 
know how you come out!! Every- 


body figured that baby would 
hang around for a long, long 
while, they bought other things 
they figured might evaporate 


from the market much sooner. 
The result? C-24’s went with the 
breeze so fast not even a fair 
majority of rural precinct dealers 
had any in stock when they went 
off the list, 


— 


Airmails, both U. S. and for- 
eign, are booming right along with 
the tempo steadily on the in- 
crease in both demand and price. 
Sources are being drained heavily 
and dealers desperately strive to 
contact new sources of supply in a 
vain effort to supply the wants of 


their clients. It’s peculiar if not 
down right’ rediculous how 
airmail market is running. The 


past year has witnessed the de- 
crease in price of not a single air- 
mail stamp; also, it has witnessed 
the increase two. three and four 
times on practically all items list- 


led by any wholesaler. Few indeed 


are the dealers who haven’t hoist- 
ed prices at least twice on prac- 
tically everything carried in stock. 
For instance, stuff which was 
common as the daily weather re- 
port a few years ago has dried 
up to nothing at all, so to speak. 
Ecuador’s beautiful little set of 
C-25-26 for instance, Everybody 
offered it a while back, in 10s and 
in 100s. Collectors took it for the 
sheer beauty and novelty of the 
thing. But try and dig up five sets 
of it today; or 10 sets. Mozambi- 
que Co., C-1-9 shouldn’t by all 
rules of the book be much of a 
set—but try and scare up 10 or 
20 sets of it and see what you 
bump into. The Japs threatened 
Papua and postal authorities are

COMPLAINS OF HIGH PRICES 


A Michigan subscriber writes several pages with long howls and 
wails about the very high prices that dealers ask him for certain U. 

The man states that in buying he will have nothing but 
the most perfect and finest copies, then kicks against the prices. Peo- 
ple who demand the one stamp out of 100 copies that may be the 
superb gem, should expect to pay the very top price for such a copy. 
Our own experience over a period of nearly 50 years as a stamp 
collector learned us long ago that there is no such thing as putting a 
definite price on a particular gem of a stamp or some piece such as a 
strip or block that is unusual or superb. There is no way in which 
anyone can learn or find out what such an item is worth. You may 
offer it to one man who will refuse it because he thinks the price is 
too high. You may then hike the price by 50 per cent and offer it to 
another man who is very pleased to get it at the higher price. It all 
simmers down to a case of finding the right buyer. If you insist on 
perfection material, pay the price asked and be thankful that you got 
the item. You might not find another one like it in the next ten or 
twenty years,

Charles Franklin Anderson, 
tmaster of the second Byrd 
tartic Expedition and known as 
most widely traveled man in 
e United States Postal Service, 
ied yesterday afternon at his 
home, 1332 Montague street, N W. 
after a long illness. He was 69 





old. 
ois estimated that Mr. Ander- 
son, who was retired from the 
tal service June 30, 1938, had 
traveled more than 2,600,000 miles 
jn line of duty, and that he visited 
roximately 25,000 post offices 
jncluding all first class offices, 
and most of the second and third 
offices in the country. 
During the World War he visi- 
ted every Army camp in the 
United States, and during his ca- 
reer had visited nearly every 
county in the country as least 





once. 
In 1934 Mr. Anderson, who was 
handling philatelic work, was 
sent to Antarctica to handle the 
philatelic mail -there with the sec- 
ond Byrd expedition. He set up 

a post office in a cavern 25 feet 
deep in the shelf ice at Little 
America, and for two weeks aver- 

23 hours of work a day, can- 
telling philatelic mail in time to 

it out on the return trip to 
New Zealand. 

Canceled Huge Amount of Mail 

Alone, he canceled so much 
mail that when it was backstamp- 
in San Francisco, seven persons 
worked five and a half days from 
Ta m. to 10 p. m. doing the 
same job. 

Canceled and pouched, the mail 
was loaded on dog sledges and ta- 
fen from Little America to the 
edge of the shelf ice for loading. 
Because of shifting of the floe 
jee, the ship was unable to ap- 
proach.

O the New York stamp dealer 

it sounded like a case for the 
FBI. 

No one in the New York stamp 
market knew anything about the 
four Austrians, but they were al- 
Ways seen at important stamp auc- 
tions or in the offices of dealers 
who specialiezd in German and 
Austrian issues. The mysterious 
strangers were interested in one 
stamp only. 

It was an Austrian issue of 
1936, commemorating the mur- 
der of Chancellor Dollfuss by the 
Nazis in 1934. When the Germans 
entered Austria in 1938 the Ges- 
tapo destroyed the plates and made 
it a crime to possess this stamp. 
Previously, however, a number of 
these stamps found their way to 
England and America. 

Cash for Hitler’s Enemies 

Eventually the suspicious New 
York dealer got the whole story 
from an Austrian refugee. The 
mysterious bidders for the Doll- 
fuss stamp were members of the 
Austrian underground. The 
stamps which they purchased in 
this country for about $25 each 
were sent to underground “drops” 
in neutral Sweden and Portugal. 
They were picked up by couriers 
of the anti-Nazi group. Because 
of their size a courier had no dif- 
ficulty getting them back into 
Austria. There the stamps were 
sold to friendly dealers for high 
prices, since there is a ready black 
market for these forbidden stamps. 
The money thus obtained is used 
to further underground activities. 

Today postage stamps are a po- 
tint weapon of warfare. They 
have.assumed this new role for 
two good reasons. First, a fortune 
in stamps can be successfully 
concealed in a watchcase. Second- 
ly, there are about 20,000,000 col- 
lectors the world over, some 7,000,- 
000 in this country alone. About 
300,009 American philatelists are 
serious collectors,

Nazis Issues New Series 

Whenever the Nazi postal au- 
thorities noticed a drop in the 
number of their stamps sold here, 
they ground out a series of new 
stamps for the occupied countries 
or for Germany. 

It is now illegal in this country 
to import any stamps issued by the 
Axis or by Axis-occupied coun- 
tries. Nevertheless, in spite of 
customs and _ postal inspectors, 
small supplies of new Axis stamps 
still slip in. It is believed that they 
are brought in by Spanish and 
Portuguese sailors and sold to 
shady dealers who dispose of them 
to collectors anxious to have any 
stamp issued. 

There is a vigorous underground 
market for issues of the United 
Nations in Germany. The chief 
reason is that valuable stamps are 
probably the most fluid invest- 
ment on earth. In Europe today 
good stamps bring the _ highest 
prices in decades. 

Handwriting on the Wall 

In France, where most people 
are convinced that the franc will 
be devalued to virtually nothing, 
stamp collecting is an accepted 
form of speculation. 

As far back as 1935 one wealthy 
Czech ‘manufacturer saw the Nazi 
handwriting on the wall.

In the event you’ve come to 
think there is nothing in stamp- 
dom I like, here are three short 
stories that will prove I’m not the 
“Westbrook Pegler” I’m accused 
of being: 

MAN WITH A BIG BUSINESS: 
Stampdom’s largest wholesale 
house is H, E. Harris & Co. of 


22 | Boston. I recently spent two hours 


with Mr. Harris discussing some 
really important matters, the real- 
ization of which would ultimately 
make you a happier collector. It 
is good to meet a really BIG bus- 
iness man in stampdom and Mr. 
Harris is just that, for while he 
is primarily interested in his own 
business, he has a few altruistic 
ideas ‘for the benefit of philately 
in general, and which I will di- 
vulge at a later date. 

For a tour of their huge floor 
and a half of nothing but stamps, 
I was turned over to his brother, 
Stephen Harris who first show- 
ed me an immense room filled 
with U. S. stamps under the di- 
rection of N. Johnston. Imagine 
row after row of files filled with 
sheets, blocks and singles of U. 
S., all the way from #47 up. I 
saw envelopes filled with mint 
five dollar stamps, huge stocks of 
Zepps, air mails and other items 
that would make any collector’s 
mouth water. Spent a few mo- 
ments with D. I. Tucker in their 
retail shop and saw some 60 vol- 
umes of stock books from which 


they fill retail and mail order 
requests. 
Their importation department, 


under D. D. Sweetser keeps a 
half-dozen people busy importing 
stamps from foreign countries, 
after which they are sent to a sec- 
tion where twenty women are 
busy breaking down mint sheets 
into sets. There are several more 
rooms filled with huge files con- 
taining mint and used sets and 
singles of the world and _ their 
stock is far beyond the average 
collectors comprehension. People 
who claim collecting stamps is 
merely a childs hobby ought to be 
given a chance to see millions up- 
on millions of stamps that are 
contained in the stock of the firm 
that is noted for their dependi- 
bility and fair play. 


and Co. have just published a 
sixty-four page booklet entitled 
“The War In The Far East,” a 
catalog of stamps of the nations 
and islands which are front page 
headlines in your newspaper. 
Apart from a price list, this bro- 
chure contains timely war data 
which should be a part of every 
philatelic library. The commen- 
tary is both interesting and hu- 
morous and Stephen Harris deser- 
ves much credit for his editing. It 
is yours for a three cent stamp 
covering cost of return postage, 
and I specifically recommend it 
to some dealers who turn out a 
vest amount of poorly mimeogra- 
phed or printed lists and believe 
they are sending you the literary 
gem of the century. 

MAN WITH A WINNING PER- 
SONALITY: Practically every 
time you pick up a philatelic pa- 
per you read something about or 
by Herman Herst, Jr. of Nassau 
Street, New York, and you begin 
to wonder whether editors print 
so much to woo his advertising 
until you meet “Pat”, as he is 
known to the trade. Only then 
do you understand why he has an 
influence in  philately, and is 
known throughout this country, 
Canada, Mexico, Australia and 
Great Britain for his friendliness, 
willingness to be of assistance and 
his treatment of the stamp bus- 
iness through which he expects to 
make an honest livlihood for all 
of his mortal days. Nassau Street, 
never unwilling to turn to the 
well known double cross, respects 
Herman for his self-made repu- 
tation for honest and fair play, 
and dealers and collectors alike 
owe it to themselves to make a 
point of meeting this young man 
who has become a decided factor 
philately. Were I 
asked to pick a man to do our 
stampdom, what Judge K. M. 


Landis has done for baseball. I 
would certainly give Herman 
Herst, Jr. serious consideration. 


MAN WHO CANNOT FAIL TO

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for his livlihood, it is his desire 
to convert it into “the playground 
of America” at a moments notice. 
At our meeting he was recovering 
from a robery executed by a cus- 
tomer who had been apprehended 
by the law and a case of poison 
ivy that had done considerable 
damage to his face. His shop is a 
rendezous for the philatelic elite 
of Beantown and that includes the 
kids with only two-bits to spend. 
Hoppy tells me he has developed 
a powerful kid trade by making 
them feel welcome, determining 
exactly what they want and the 
amount they have to spend, sell- 
ing it to them, and good natured- 
ly getting them out of the shop 
with a minimum amount of spent 
time. He thus has worked up a 
fine and profitable phase of the 
business by educating them and 
eliminating those long sessions 
of looking through a _ thousand 
dollars worth o: stock ending in a 
dime sale. The kids are crazy 
about Hoppy and feel important, 
which they are, when they enter 
the shop, because they are treat- 
ed as customers and not pests. 
Imagine what a whale of a bus- 
iness he’ll do with them when 
they grow up! Over and above 
that he has a delightful sense of 
humor, throw a couple of hundred 
dollars worth of stamps and a cat- 
alogue at you and lets you wait 
on yourself. And here is the point 
where all my readers must hold 
their breath. Hoppy sells all gen- 
eral unmounted material and the 
material he buys in collections at 
fifty per cent of the catalogue, 
which includes mint material, air 
mails and plenty of stuff that 
others sell for full or above cat- 
alogue. His buying prices are suf- 
ficiently high to enable him to 
purchase a bulk of the general 
material sold by collectors in Bos- 
ton. Hats off to this energetic per- 
sonality and I look forward to 
meeting him again. 
So you see, I can say something 
nice about those who deserve 
praise, and the desreving are le- 
gion in -number and I hope to 
cover many more in subsequent 
columns, but the good are too well 
known for their virtues and I’d 
rather spend my writing and your 
reading time, pointing up the 
phases of our hobby that need 
straightening out or cleaning up.

AIRMAIL COVERS

Airmail Field Postoffices—What 
are they?, Where do they exist?, 
and how does one obtain first 
flight covers from these offices? 
These are three questions fre- 
quently asked of me by first flight 
covers collectors, and since the 
subject is so important to their 
hobby, I am going to devote this 
entire column to a discussion of 
these Airmail Field Postoffices. 

Airmail Field Postoffices, more 
frequently known as AMF’s, are 
transfer offices operated by the 
Railway Mail Service at various 
important airports for the dis- 
tributing and handling of airmail 
in transit, and to see that it is 
properly transferred from one 
plane to another when such trans- 
ferring is necessary. They are not 
branches of the local postoffices, 
and under ordinary circumstan- 
ces usually do not offer the same 
serives that a local postoffice does. 
They will, however, accept air- 
mail letters for dispatch. 

Each Airmail Field has its own 
distinct hand cancellations, and 
several of them also have cancel- 
ling machines. The cities in which 
these Airmail Field Postoffices 
exist are: 

Albuquerque, New Mexico; At- 
lanta, Ga; Billings, Mont.; Boston, 
Mass.; Buffalo, N. Y.; Cheyenne, 














Wyo.; Chicago, Ill.; Cleveland, 
Ohio.; Columbus, Ohio; Dallas, 
Texas; Denver, Colo.; Detroit, 
Mich.; Fort Worth, Texas; Ind-
